Power Of The Whipping Post 
Felt In Early Bucks

Since the earliest days of man’s living 
in groups, law and order has been main­ 
tained by punishment to transgressors. 
The colonies of America were no ex­ 
ception. The first sight beheld by a r­ 
riving ships to N e w 
Amsterdam in the mid- 
1600’s 
were 
the 
gal­ 
lows 
and 
whipping 
post. 
Manhattan 
was 
only a gentle green is­ 
land 
of rolling 
hills. 
New Amsterdam was a 
settlement of only SOO 
persons. 
But 
Peter 
Stuyvesant 
knew 
the 
power of the law’s in­ 
struments 
of 
punish- 
ment. The gallows and whipping post 
proclaimed to the new 
arrivals 
how 
order was maintained. 
The gallows were not an unfamiliai 
sight to the colonists. In the 16th, 17th 
and well into the 18th century, Tyburn, 
in London. England was a famed place 
of execution. The name came from a 
stream called Tyburn which ran from 
Hampstead to the Thames through St. 
Jam es Park bordering St. Jam es palace. 
The stream has long since disappeared. 
But its namesake, the infamous Tyburn 
gallows in London’s Hyde Park. lives 
on in the black pages of history. During 
Henry VIII’s reign, in the early 1500's, 
the Tyburn 
hangmen 
averaged 
2.000 
hangings a year. The hangmen were 
such busy and respected individuals they 
were 
bowed 
to 
and 
addressed 
as 
“ Squire.” 
No doubt, from this renowned spot, 
came the name Tyburn to Bucks Coun­ 
ty. In 1683 a Derrick Jonson (alias C a s­ 
son) was hanged in Tyburn village in 
Falls township 
the first man hanged 
in Bucks. Sheriff Israel Taylor, believed 
to be a Quaker, did not relish his job. 
He requested the town council to re­ 
lieve him of the job. It is assumed they 
did so. Today, Tyburn Road turning off 
Route 
I, 
passing 
Fallsington, 
winds 
through modem history to remind us of 
the days of the gallows. 
The whipping post and stocks always 
stood in front of the local jail in each 
township, occupying a prominent posi­ 


tion in the townspeople’s eyes. The law 
called for a given number of lashes, 
usually 15 “ well laid on” with either 
rattan or twisted birch. Sometimes the 
punishment was inflicted 2 or 3 times 
a week, depending on the nature of the 
o'fense. The offense usually ran in the 
category of sheep or chicken stealing. 
Hundreds of people assembled about the 
post to watch the whipping. It is said 
the disgrace was as keen as the pain 
of the whip. History reports that a whip­ 
ped man rarely repeated the offense. 
The 
whipping 
post 
was 
abolished 
around the mid-1800’s. The gallows in 
1914 when electrocution became the new­ 
ly instituted method of capital punish­ 
ment. The murderer. Jam es Linci of 
Edison, was the last man hanged in 
Bucks County. 
Today, the chilling reminder of the 
days of the gallows still exists on the 
top floor of the Bucks County Historical 
Society in Doylestown. Gazing at 
the 
trap door of the massive gallows on a 
sunless day is a shivering experience. 
Tar-and-feathering was another form 
of punishment that might appear to us 
today to have comical aspects. To our 
ancestors, it did not. Only upon careful 
examination of the process does one real­ 
ize the extent of its punitive powers. 
The Greek was the first to apply tar 
and feathers to the body of an offender. 
Then, as in the later centuries of his­ 
tory, it was considered one of the worst 
punishments possible. In fact, the Greeks 
spoke of it as a fate worse than hang­ 
ing . . . a “ living death” they called it. 
The Newtown Enterprise of July 21, 
1894 published a discussion of tar-and- 
feathering by two physicians. 
A 
Dr. 
Minor felt the punishment excellent and 
not harmful as tar is full of grease and 
warm enough to permit perspiration. But 
a Dr. J. B. McKechnie stated the com­ 
monly accepted opinion of the medical 
world . . . the effects of coating the 
body with tar and featers coats the 
skin, arresting perspiration, 
eventally 
causing congestion of the internal or­ 
gans. 
I have not unearthed the exact date 
that tar-and-feathering disappeared, but 
it is a wonderment that it existed as 
late as it did.

During the next two months, 
viewers will see two different sides 
of Steve Lawrence, the boyish- 
looking singer whose show busi­ 
ness career is currently booming. 


Next Friday evening, Nov. 27, 
10-11 p.m., Steve stars in an off­ 
beat special, the NBO Follies of 
1965.

“In fact, we get into each other’s 
acts throughout the program,” he 
says. “It’s a ‘show,’ in the Broad­ 
way sense of the word, not just a 
bunch of performances strung to­ 
gether.” 


A month later, on Saturday, 
Dec. 26th, Steve takes on his first 
television acting role in “Carol for 
Another Christmas,” via ABC-TV.

Steve admits landing the title 
role in the Broadway musical 
“What Makes Sammy Run?” last 
spring expanded his career. 


Although he had been a profes­ 
sional entertainer for nearly half 
of his 29 years, he was still best 
known as a stand-up night < lub 
crooner until “Sammy 
happened 
along. 


“I had doubts about the play at 
first,” he recalls. “I fs a great 
role . . . perhaps you read the 
book . . . a hustling, smart-alecky 
kid who stabs his friends in the 
back, scram bling to the top of the 
Hollywood heap. 


“But there were all those audi- 
lions. First, I auditioned for the 
writers, then Hie director, then Hie 
producer. 


“I was ready to cut my night 
club earnings in half to do the 
show, and they were treating me 
like a candidate tor a talent show. 


“Finally, they asked me to come 
back for another audition the next 


day and I said, ‘Okay, but it’ll cost 
you $10,000.’ 


“The director turned to the pro­ 
ducer and said, ‘That’s him; that’s 
Sammy.’ There were no more 
auditions. I had the role.”

Looking back at those weeks of 
auditions, Steve grants that the 
producers of the Broadway ve­ 
hicle had a point. 


“They were dealing with several 
hundred thousands of dollars of 
other people’s money, and if I 
laid an egg it would be a mighty 
expensive egg,” he said. 


“But I knew I could do it. I ve 
always felt that to be a successful 


singer you have to be a good actoi 
too.

really a three-minute playlet. 


“That’s why the most popular 
singers aren’t necessarily the men 
and women with the best voices, 
but the ones who know how to put 
a tune across.” 


Steve’s formal theatrical train­ 
ing was limited to one lesson at a 
school for ‘method’ actors. 


“They taught the students how 
to talk just like the kids from my 
old neighborhood,” he recalled. 
“I figured I ’d had enough of that 
already, just living there.”

ferred to was in a rough-and- 
tumble section of Brooklyn. It was 
there, as a 15-year-old, that his ca­ 
reer began. During the day he at­ 
tended high school. At night he 
played “club dates,” singing at 
weddings, banquets and local af­ 
fairs, for as little as $15 a per­ 
formance. 


“I’m afraid I wasn’t the best- 
educated youngster in Brooklyn,” 
he recalls. 


“I guess I was pretty poor in 
geography because when I was 
hired for my first out-of-town ap­ 
pearance, in Toledo, I didn’t know 
where the city was. 


“ I had the idea Toledo was way 
up north.”

Although it was mid-September, 
Steve went there wearing an old, 
heavy overcoat and a big woolen 
muffler. 


“When I stepped off the plane, 
it was 80 degrees in the shade,’’ 
he recalled. “For three days, I 
dragged that ridiculous overcoat 
around.” 


While Steve’s knowledge of ge­ 
ography may not have improved 
during the next few years, his 
show business wisdom did. 


He was “adopted” by several of 
New York’s top comedians, who 
sang his praise in entertainment 
circles, and helped his rapid rise 
into the hierarchy of night club 
stardom. 


“I’ve always been a good ‘audi­ 
ence’ 
especially 
for 
comics, 
Steve said. 


“Some people in our business sit 
on their hands when other enter­ 
tainers are on. They can t stand to 
watch anyone but themselves grab 
the limelight. 


“That’s petty. When I see an 
entertainer sway an audience, I rn 
thrilled.”

Sunset Boulevard, once a street 
of nightclubs and funloving movie 
actors, has felt the rip and tear of 
bulldozers. 


To be sure, a lot of saloons still 
stand, but much of the show busi­ 
ness attitude of the boulevard has 
been replaced.
